1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claim 20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Olsen et al (5890564). 
Olsen et al teaches in figures 1-8, an elevator rope inspection system. 

A detector 34 gathers information regarding the spacing between markings 36 on a load 
bearing assembly 18. The markings can be placed in a tube 40 proximate the strands 38 or 
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placed in the rope or integrated to follow the helix or twist of the rope. This is seen as "on 
the load bearing member". 

3. Claims 21,22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

4. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 20 are have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

As stated above, the markings of Olsen et al are seen as on the load bearing member. 
No mention is made towards the jacket within the claim. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded 
of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 CFR 1.136(a).
